RUSH TOBACCO TO TROOPS IN 
FRANCE, SAYS CABLE APPEAL 

The Bed Cross has just .received 
the following cablegram from its 
French commission in Paris : 

"Pleuse arrange >ship 10 tons to- 
bacco earliest date; (10 per cent, 
cigarette mixtures; 20 per cent, 
pipe tobacco; 20 per cent, chewing 
tobacco. For use of troops. No 
suitable tobacco obtainable here. 
Supply American tobacco exhausted. 
Y. M. C. A. shipment lost. Prompt 
shipment important." 

The wnr council plans, therefore, 
to avail itself immediately of a very 
srenerous offer of Messrs. Liggett & 
Myers Tobacco Co., to donate 
through the Red Cross for the use 
of American troops abroad, 1,500,- 
000 cigarettes, twenty thousand 5- 
cent packages of smoking tobacco, 
and ten thousand 10-cent cuts of 
chewing tobacco. 

A large consignment of tobacco is 
accordingly to be forwarded immed- 
iately, the French Government hav- 
ing arranged to admit free of duty 
all articles consigned to American 
troops. This allows free entry for 
chocolate, tobacco, cigarettes, 
games, plnying cards, and other 
"comforts." /

Speak lists of the Department of 
Agriculture nnd the State Ajrricul- 

lurnl Colleges hope that by better 
methods the nverage yield per ucre 
will be nt least maintained wherever 
there is a fertilizer shortage nnd 

will be j a e raa— d la other seetioBa. 

Much educational work will be done 
to make this de-ire an actuality, ami 
in thi<^ campaign the most success- 
ful growers will have a prominent 
part. For instance, it is stated that 

on the land that could be sown to 

/ 

fall wheat this autumn, it is possible 
materially to increase the yield per 
acre by putting into pructice some 
principles that ure already well 
known to most farmers. These 
•should nppcul especiully to those 
who cannot incrense their usual 
ncrengc without doing injustice to 
other crops which should be grown 

These principles may be summed 
up us follows: 

(1) IMuw early. Give the plowed 
land two months to settle before 



sowing where possible. 

(2) Compact the late-plowed 
land with roller and harrow. 

(3) Don't plow after a cultivat- 
ed crop. Prepare such land with 
disk and hnrrow. 

(4) Make the seed bed a fit 
place for the seed. 

(5) Sow with a drill, sound, 
plump, clean seed of adapted 
variety. 

(0) Prevent lossos from smut 
by treating infected seed with for- 
maldehyde. 

(7) Make the soil fertile with 
manure or fertilisers applied judic- 
iously where needed. 

(8) Reduce winter killing by 
following the above suggestions.

In response to an urgent cable- 
gram from Mnj. Grayson M.-P. 
Murphy, head of the Red Cross 
Commission in Frunce, the Red 
Cross is planning to ship to Europe 
100,000 one-half pound tins of 
•ther. 

Because of the shortage of an- 
aesthetics in France, the Red Cross 
War Council, in addition, hns auth- 
orized Maj. Murphy to establish, ns 
-non as practicable, a central plant 
to manufacture nitrous oxygen, or 
"laughing gas," one of the most ef- 
fective and harmless of anaesthetics 

for short ope! ■ 1 ion?. 

AmericMi machinery will be ship- 
ped to France for this purpose, and 
American operatives will be sen! 
over to conduct the plant. 

Also, by reason of the shortage of 
surgical apparatus, the Red (/Nfta 
has planned to establish in France a 
small factory for the repair of sur- 
gical apparatus und the manufac- 
ni iv of the more simple instruments. 
Four men expert in the repair of 
orthopedic appliances are to go to 
France immediately, and the nec- 
essary manufacturing machinery 
will be sent over a.s soon as it 
be (d)tained. 



FOR WORLD PEACE 



Representative Morgan, of Okla- 
homa, introduced a joint resolution 
authorizing the President to suggeM 
a world peace conference. Under 
this resolution the President is 
"authorized and requested to address 
a joint communication to all the na- 
tions engaged in the present war, 
suggesting a world pence conference, 
to be held in some convenient neu- 
tral capital for the purpose of dis- 
cussing terms of peace and of form- 
ulating a tentative draft of such 
terms, to be .submitted to the bellig- 
erent Governments for their ratifica- 
tion or rejection." The President 
would be authorized also to sug- 
gest that neutral nations send dele- 
gates to such conference for the 
purpose of discussing the advisabil- 
ity of a world peace organization 
a*s a basis for establishing lasting 



to insure the lives of soldiers sent 
to France was made to the House 
in a ispeech delivered by Represent- 
ative Pou, of North Carolina.

TAKEN PRISONERS 

Sinking of the American steamer 
Oampana, a Standard Oil tanker, 
with the probable capture of her 
captain and four member* of the 
naval guard by the attacking Ger- 
man submarine, has been announc- 
ed by the Navy Department. The 
capture of the four naval gunners 
made tbe tirst prisoners of the 
American lighting force taken by 
Germany. 

"The Standard Oil tanker Cara- 
pana, American steamer," says the 
statement, "wa- sunk by a subma- 
rine on August 6, 143 miles west of 
Illebere. Forty-seven survivors 
reached land in safety. It is believ- 
ed that the captain of the steamer 
and four armed guards arc prison- 
ers on board the submarine." 

The Cainpana was the thirty- 
eightb American mcrcliantsliip de- 
-t roved "through the operations of 
German nnd Austrian submarin. - 
and raiders since the war began. 
Thirteen of these ships were sunk 
before the United States entered the 
war April 6, 1917, and twenty-five 
since that time. The total tonnage 
of the .ships lost is about 113,000 
tons, including 64,000 tons sunk 
since April 6. 

No American ship fell victim to 



the Central Powers in 1914, and 
only two in 1915 nnd the same nuin- 
lier in 1916. When Germany began 
her uiiic-tiieted submarine warfare, 
however, attacks on American ship 
ping became more frequent .and 
America lost nine ships between that 
date and the time the United States 
declared a state of war existed. 

The first American ship sunk was 
the William P. Frye, Jan. 28, 1915.

The Food Administration is ready 
to buy the entire wheat crop of the 
country in order to insure u fair 
price to the producer and reasonable 
prices for bread and flour to the 
consumer, it was unnounced Monday 
wlien the Administration made pub- 
lic details of the plans. Beginning 
September 1 all flour mills of more 
than 100 barrels daily and elevators

| large quantities of grain where not 
; needed in the conduct of the busi- 
ness of the holder will be strictly 
enforced. Exports are to be limited 
to wheat not needed for domestic 
use.

And 
when the Mexican question assumed 
graft proportions the same thought 
wns nt the fore in the national 
mind. Not so much the interest of 
our- own posterity as that of our 
fellow man was the stimulus in the 
brush with Spain. But throughout 
her whole life this country has nev- 
er tailed to place the true interests 
of posterity before present ease 
and comfort. 

What can be said, then, of the 
young man or woman who is not 
concerned over the outcome of this 
struggle? That they have no con- 
cern for the be-t interests of their 
own. Present ease and comfort 
weighs more with them thnn the fu- 
ture of their children, or of the ruce 
in general. 

No "nutidn of people can ever 
0OBJM Into their own until pro-cut 
can he subordinated to future. No 
present is ever entirely what it 
should or could be.. By the sacrifice 
of the present we stand a chance of 
reajizing on the future. If all cl-e 
is to be subordinated to the pres- 
ent, there is every possibility of 
there being no future worthy of the 
name.

HOW TO 

TO MEN IN ARMY TOLD 

Postal rules for the transmission 

of letters, parcels, and papers to 
men in the armies of tbe I'nited 
Rtntes in Frnnce have been announ- 
ced, and nil |>ersnns who, desire to 
communicate with men sr» urged to 
observe them strictly. 

The proper method of address to 
a soldier is this. ".John Smith. Com- 
pnnv R, 24th Infantry, American 
Expeditionary Forces," and the name 
and address ( ,f (he sender should in 
all cases be placed on the envelope 
or wrapper. In no case should the 
writer attempt to designate the loca- 
tion of the unit to which the ooldier 
belongs. 

Letters, newspapers, and parcels 
may be sent at the domestic rates of 
postage to nil soldiers and civilians 
connected with the Expeditionary 
Forces in Europe. 

Parcel post will be sent nt the 
eighth zone rate of twelve cents n 
pound, with a maximum weight 
limit of twenty pounds. This applies 
only to oi.liioiry parcel post, no 
C. O. I)., insured, or registered 
packages being handled. 

Money orders may be sent at the 

No money or valuables enn be sent 
by registered mail. 

The domestic rate of postage will 
apply on all letters from soldiers 
abroad engaged in the present war. 
Such postage may be paid by the 
soldier nt field post office, or the 
postage will be collcted from the re- 
cipient of the letter in this country 
at the single domestic rate, if not 
prepaid abroad. 

Magazines benring the following 
official authorization — 

"NOTICE TO READER 
"Whes you finish reading this 
magazine place n 1-cent stnmp 
on this notice, hand same to any 
postal employe, and it will be 
placed in the hands of our sol- 
diers or sailors at the front. 
"No wrapping — no address. 
"A. s. BUBLBSOK, 

"Postmaster General." 
can be mailed ut any post office, un- 
addressed and unwrapped, by sim- 
ply placing a 1-cent stamp on the 
magazine, regardless of its weight. 
Only magazines bearing the oflicial 
notice and not addressed to any in- 
dividual can receive this mailing 
privilege.

WILL NOT DIE IN 

(War Babaon, Matintieian, sends 
this mcssnire to mothers of soldiers 
from h* studies of figures of the 
French army: 
Don't worry if your son is drafted. 
Fifteen men out of every sixteen 
h«v* h*w» ««f> from desth this far. 

I'nder present conditions, where 
man power is bring saved, not more 
than one in thirty is killed. 

Disease has taken no mure tlinn 
in peace times. 

Only one man in 500 loses a limb, 
a chance no greater than in hazard- 
ous occupations at home. 

Giving the mutter further thought. 
Babson decided thnt it was the right 
of every conscripted young mnn, 
every volunteer, and the mother- 
and fathers of both, to know ju-t 
what chances soldiers take. So he 
has arranged publicity for the re- 
sult of his investigations. 

Bason's conclusions are based on 
the mortality figures of the French 
army during the full three years of 
the war. It should be remembered 
that the present fighting is not re- 
-:'.!! ;ng in anywhere near the number 
of deaths that occurred during the 
Mr-t two years, when such battles 
as that at the Marne, nt Ypres nnd 
at Verdun sent the mortality rate 
soaring. 

In short, the war has resolved it- 
self into one of attrition; each 
army is trying to wear the other 
down without losing itself any more 
men than necessary. There is no 
reason to believe that this method of 
fighting will nol continue when our 
troop- reach the firing line. If it 
doe-, the chances of an American 
soldier returning isafe nnd sound 
are even better than that quoted. 

"In the first place," Babson said, 
"the terrible disease scourges which 
used to raise havoc with armies in 
the field are no more. Cholera, dys- 
entery nnd typhoid no more tnke a 
horrible toll from the ranks; mod- 
ern methods of sanitation and pre- 
vention have made these things of 
the past. 

"bet s take a look nt the figures 
in I lie matter. In round numbers, 
5,000,000 men have fought under the 
banner of France since the beginning 
of the war. Of these approximate- 
ly 00,000 have died from diseases of 
various kinds; comparing these with 
the mortaltiy figures of peace times 
for men of the snmc ages, we find 
that they are about the same. Re- 
member, that during the first months 
of the war, before it was possible to 
care properly for ailing soldiers, 
deaths were at a terrible rate, which 
brought the rate for the three yearn 
much higher than it is nt present. 
So under present methods of sani- 
tation, a man is not as likely to die 
from disease in an army as he i- 
at home. 

"About 900,000 men in the French 
army have been killed or died from 
wounds during the three years of 
war; half of these died during the 
first year. But in compiling the 
stali-tic.-, we'll take the average, 
which is M'JO.OOO per year, or about 
one-sixteenth of the totul nuiubei 
engaged. Thus, con-idering a man 
in this war for one year, lie has flf- 
Iccn chances of returning home to 
one of being killed.
